Several People Killed and In- 
jured Near Kansas City. 

The "Flyer” Had Orders to Meet the j 

Accommodation at Mastin, Eut 
It Is Eelieved the Crew Over- 
looked the Order. 

Kansas City, June 4. — Nine persona 
i were killed and many injured in a col- 
lision of passenger trains on the Mis- 
souri Pacific railroad near Mastin 
City, 15 miles south of Kansas City. 
The trains, which met head-on. were 
the westbound Colorado limited No. i 
and the eastbound Hoisington, Kan., 

; accommodation No. 3G. 

A message received by Missouri Pa- 
j cific officials here ordered them to send 
a relief train as soon as possible and 
to get all the surgeons obtainable, 

, from which it is inferred that numer- 
ous passengers were hurt. Newspa- 
per men were not permitted on the 
j relief train, which left about 11 o’clock • 
Friday night. Details of the accident | 
! will not be learned until the return of 
j the train with the dead and injured. 

Train No. 1, the Colorado “Flybr,'* 
had orders to meet train 36. the ac- ; 
ccmmodation, at Mastin. The crew, it ; 
is believed, overlooked its orders and : 
; met train 36 south of Mastin tank, ; 
about one and one-third miles south of 
Mastin. The engines were both large 
and were demolished. 

Among the dead is a tramp who was 
riding on the blind baggage. Baggage- 
man Williamson, on train 36. was in- 
' jured and Engineer Slocum, on No. 1, j 
has a broken leg. Fireman Whaley, 
on No. 1, was hurt. 

The day roach on the accommoda- 
tion was telescoped, but the chair car 
was not injured. The mail car on the j 
“Fiver” was telescoped and the end of 
the baggage car stove in.

A RACE WAR IS ON. 

Two Whites and Three Blacks Killed , 
at Trail Lake, Miss. 

Greenville, Miss., June 4. — As a re- ^ 
j suit of a fight which occurred on the 
i Sims & Williams plantation at Trail j 
Lake, Miss., 30 miles east of here, j 
| Thursday night, John Sims and his j 
manager, named Cato, were killed by j 
I Negroes and three of the Negroes have I 
been killed also. The country is in a 
I state of intense excitement and it is 
feared further trouble may ensue be- j 
tween the whites and blacks. 

The slaughter started about 10 j 
o’clock Thursday night when Sims and i 
Cato were shot down in their store by ; 
a Negro named Sam Clark. Sims was j 
engaged in checking up his cash when 
| Clark came in. Before he could make 
any kind of a move, Clark raised a 
Winchester and fired, the shot taking ! 
effect first in the ba!*k and then break- j 
ing the collar bone. He died instantly. 

Clark immediately turned on Cato, 
the manager, who was in another part 
j of the store, shot hfm in the right side, 
the ball coming out on the left side. 

Cato staggpred out of the back of the 
store and as he reached the door a Ne- 
j gro convict named Van Horn, who was 
apparently in waiting, struck him over i 
| the head with a rifle. Cato died at 7 
; o’clock Friday morning and the physl- 
i cian gives it as his opinion that the 
1 blow' over the head caused his death, j 

News of the tragedy was- imraedi- , 
I ately sent to Greenville and Sheriff 
; John Crouch with a posse w’ent to th.e 
: scene. The Negroes Van Horn and 
Clark had made their escape before 
the posse arrived, but the trail of Van I 
Horn was found and he was tracked j 
about a quarter of a mile into the • 
! w oods. Here another Negro convict 
; guard named Mayfield interfered with 
; the posse and he was shot down in his j 
tracks. 

Van Horn was captured and taken to 
Leland, 14 miles distant, where he was | 
placed in jail. He remained in jail all 
night under a strong guard, but at 8:30 
Friday morning he was taken out and j 
lynched by a mob. While the sheriff 
and posse were busy with Van Horn, j 
the other Negro, Sam Clark, returned 
to the Sims store with tne intention, 
it is said, of killing Buck Williams, : 
the other partner; the bookkeeper, 
named Crow, who w r as also at work, ' 
and others. Crow, however, after the 
; previous shooting, had armed himself j 
and a Negro who worked about the 
| place, named Aaron Fuller. When 
i Clark made his appearance he was | 
shot and killed by both Crow and 
Fuller. 

It is believed at Trail Lake that the 
shooting is the outcome of a meeting i 
held in the vicinity of Trail Lake by a 
! Negro secret society, and that the Ne- ! 
groes involved were picked out to do j 
the killing.

Eoy Held For Trial For the Killing cf 

His Mother.

The Russians Made a Feeble Resist- 
ance — Japs Have Taken Kwang 
Tung Heights on Which They 
Emplaced Artillery.

London, June 4. — The Rome corre- 
spondent of the Central News tele- 
graphs: 

“A Tokio dispatch to the Giornale 
d’ltalia says that the Japanese have 
occupied the first line of the outer for- | 
tifications of Port Arthur after- a fee- 
ble resistance.” 

The correspondent at Tokio of the 
News Agency Liberas says that four 
divisions of Japanese troops have oc , 
c-upied Kwan Tung heights on which 
they emplaced heavy artillery domi- 
nating Port Arthur. 

The same correspondent adds that, 
the Russian squadron attempted a sor- 
tie but was forced to return, being 
threatened by the Japanese fleet. 

St. Petersburg, June 4. — Lieut. Gen. j 
Zilinsky, chief of staff to Gen. Kuro- j 
patkin, transmits to the minister of j 
war under date of June 2 a report of | 
Gen. Stoessel dated Port Arthur, May i 
28, as follows: 

“After a fierce battle lasting two 
days I ordered our positions at Kin ! 
Chou to be evacuated in the evening 
for we had opposed to us at least three 
divisions with 120 guns. 

“Our losses amounted to 30 officers 
and 800 men killed or w T ounded. We j 
blew up or damaged all our guns which j 
the Japanese had not put out of ac- 1 
tion. It would have been inexpedient 
certainly to bring up siege artillery 
during the fierce fighting.” 

Tokio, June 6. — The Russian gunboat 
Giliak was torpedoed and destroyed at 
Port Arthur Saturday. 

London, June 6. — The Daily Tele- 
graph’s Tien-Tsin correspondent wires: 
“Four thousand Russians belonging j 
to Gen. Stakelberg’s brigade on May \ 
31 attacked 1,500 Japanese, occupying | 
a position five miles south of Wafang- 
tien. The Russians were repulsed los- ! 
ing 200 killed and 400 wounded. The 
Japanese lost more than 100 killed.” 

Che Foo. June 6. — Only two miles ! 
separated Japanese and Russian ar- 
mies on the Liao Tung peninsula on 
June 2, according to Chinese who have 
arrived here from Dalny. The Japan- j 
ese array,’ reinforced by thq men who 
landed at Dalny, occupied Twing Ching 
and also San Chimpo, several miles j 
west of Dalny. They then proceeded j 
along the coast toward Port Arthur. : 
On one side of the army are high | 
mountains and on the other side is the j 
sea, from which the Japanese gunboats j 
are supporting the flank of the army! ' 
On June 2, the Japanese forces were j 
within seven miles of the outer forts • 
of Port Arthur, oply two miles from ; 
the Russian army, which is ready to 
protest their further advance. The 
Chinese believed that there would be a 
big battle at this point. It is also stat 
ed by the Chinese that the Japanese 
have moved their base to Dalny from 
Talienwan. The larger Japanese ships 
are anchored outside the smaller ones 
inside the harbor. Troops are being 
landed they say from small vessels ap- 
parently coming from Pitsewo or the 
Elliot islands. The Chinese further 
reported that a large number of Chi- 
nese have been shot w’hile attempting ; 
to get through the Russian lines. 

A Japanese correspondent from Dal- 
ny confirms the reported advance of 
the Ja^janese army on Port Arthur, 
news oiWhich w r as brought here Sun- 
day by the Chinese. The correspond- 
ent states, how r ever. that there are 15 
miles between the Japanese and Port 
Arthur, instead of seven, as reported 
by the Chinese. The Japanese army is 
advancing along both coasts. It is re- 
ported that the peninsular division on 
the east coast fought a battle within 15 
miles of Port Arthur June 3. The re- 
sult of the battle has not yet been 
learned. 

Washington, June 6. — The Japanese 
legation Sunday received the following j 
cablegram from the home government 
at Tokio bearing on events: 

Adm Togo reports that according to 
a message received by him through ! 
wireless telegraphy from the captain J 
of the cruiser Chilose, which was ' 
cruising off Port Arthur, four masts, ' 
one with wireless telegraphic instru- 
ments and a sentry box were seen on 
the top of Laoteshan. Great explo- j 
sions were heard and rising of dense j 
smoke was observed repeatedly in the 
direction cf Port Arthur Saturday. 

Attack on Gen-San Feared. 

Seoul, June 6. — The commissioner of 
customs of Gen-San, Korea, wires that 
a Russian attack on that place is deem- 
ed imminent. He is making prepara- 
tions to send the women and children 
to a mountain monastery 20 miles dis- 
tant. 

Illness of Gen. Kuroki. 

Paris, June 6. — The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Echo de Paris | 
says: “According to information re- 

ceived here Gen. Kuroki has been suf- 
fering from a mild attack of typhus fe- 
ver, but he has now T recovered.” 
— 

Russians Withdrawing Northward. 

London, June 6. — The Standard’s 
Tien-Tsin correspondent reports that 
the Russian forces are being with- ! 
drawn gradually northward, the Rus- 
sians being aware that a strong force 
of Japanese is gathering at the passes | 
northeast of Mukden.

ing a temporary cessation of hostili- 
ties at the Fayal mines and the offi- 
cers returned to Duluth late Friday 
afternoon. 

The trouble, which had N been brew- 
ing for several days, broke out in full ; 
blast Friday morning, and the struggle j 
which ensued between the strikers and J 
the officers was desperate while it last- I 
ed. As a result two men lie in a seri- ! 
ous condition at the Eveleth hospital, 
one with a bullet wound in his head 
which may cause his death, and sev- | 
eral others received severe injuries 1 
during the progress of the affray.

j Memorial Services Over Confed- 
erate Guaves in Arlington. 

— 

In a Spirit of Good Will and Fraternity 
Services Were Also Held Over 
the Graves of the Unknown 
Dead Union Soldiers. . 

Washington, June 6. — In the pres- 
ence of thousands of former confeder- 
ate and former union soldiers and of 
numbers of officers of the United 
States army and the G. A. R. the first 
formal memorial exercises ever held 
over the graves in the confederate sec- 
tion of Arlington cemetery took place 
Sunday. As the result of a movement 
initiated by the late President McKin- j 
ley the confederate (lead have now • 
been gathered in one large and beaut*- j 
ful circle in the southern part of the : 
cemetery where the graves have been j 
marked with separate stones. 

The exercises Sunday were opened 
with music by the 15th cavalry band. ! 
In a spirit of good will and fraternity ! 
after the exercises over the graves of 
the confederate dead those in charge | 
of the services repeated them over the 
graves of the 2,000 unknown union 
dead and decorated the graves with 
flowers. Rev. Alexander W. Pitzer, 
pastor of the Southern Presbyterian 
church in this city, and an ex-confeder- j 
ate soldier, was the orator of the day. • 

He referred to the fact that the gov- j 
eminent of the United States, through 
representatives of its army, was par- , 
ticipating in the exercises and that j 
the government had collected the re- j 
mains of the confederate soldiers and 
had erected suitable stones to mark ■ 
the'r graves. He asked the ex-confed- 1 
crates present if they would not recog- j 
nize that as true magnanimity. He re- ' 
ferred feelingly to the interest Mr. Me- j 
Kinley, while a member of congress, j 
had taken in the proper care by tbe ; 
government of the graves of the con- 
federate dead and how the establish- 
ment of a confederate section in Ar- 
lington was a fulfillment of Mr. McKin- 
ley’s cherished hope. 

The exercises were brought to a 
close by Rev. Dr. Prettyman, who pray- j 
ed for the living representatives of j 
those who fell on both sides and for , 
the coming of universal peace and j 
good will which the ceremonies of the ! 
day foreshadowed.

St. Louis, June 6. — The Wednesday i 
club, co-operating with the Humanity j 
club, wishes to give publicity to the 
following:

t<A provide lodging houses for women ! 
or to guarantee the respectability of 
certain lodgings which they will inves- 
tigate, and a list of which they will 
have on hand at a definite address, ; 
The ministers, priests and pastors of 
the churches with which these organi- ■ 
zations are affiliated will send to the ' 
various headquarters addresses of such ' 
of their parishioners as will take lodg- 
ers. In this way lodgings in all parts 
of the city, of unimpeachable character 
and of moderate or low price, will be 
made available. These organizations 
are: The Travelers’ Aid, Women’s 

Christian association, 1314 Washington 
avenue; the Queen’s Daughters, 111 
North Sixteenth street; the King’s 
Daughters, rest room. World’s fair 
grounds; the Salvation army, south- 
east corner Eighth and Walnut streets; 
the Evangelical Lutheran City Mission 
society, 1704 Market street. 

Electric Gar Wrecked. 

Burlington. Ia., June 6. — A heavily 
loaded electric street car rushed down 
Valley street hill Sunday afternoon and * 
was wrecked against a shade tree. The 
passengers jumped as the car flew ; 
along. 16 being badly injured. Mrs. ' 
Joseph Keehn was killed. Several oth- i 
ers had arms and legs broken and ; 
many were badly cut about the head 
and shoulders. 

Liberty Bell in Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, June 6. — 'Liberty bell 
reached Milwaukee Sunday on a spe- j 
cial train over the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul railroad on schedule time at 
8 a. m. and was viewed during its stay 
of about two and one-half hours by 
thousands. 

Holland’s Little War. 

Batavia, Java, June 6. — The Nether- 
lands troops have captured a native 
fortress at. Tampering, in the Gajoo 
country. Island of Sumatra. The 
Dutch losses were 33 men killed or 
wounded. One hundred and seventy- 
six Achinese were killed. 

More Stealing at the Fair. 

St. Louis. June 6. — It has been learn- 
ed that gold and precious jewels to 
the value of $1,000 have been stolen 
from the German colonial exhibit sec- 
tion of the palace of the agriculture at 
the World’s fair. 

Manager of the Chicago Americans. 

Chicago. June 6. — The announcement 
of the appointment of Fielder Jones ' 
as manager of the Chicago American 
league baseball team in place of Jas. 
Callahan, who has resigned the man- 
agerial duties, was made by President 
Comiskey. 

Recorded Admissions to the Fair. 

St. Louis. June 6. — The recorded ad- 
missions to the World’s fair for ths 
week ending Saturday June 4 aggre- : 
gate 378,146. Thus far last week show- | 
ed the heaviest attendance of any at 
the exposition. 



RIOT AT THE FAIR GROUNDS. 

— 

Crowd Incensed Over Failure to Sea 

a Spanish Pull ^ight. 



St. Louis. June 6. — Incensed over! 
their failure to see a "genuine Spanish j 
bull fight.” which the authorities had 
ordered stopped, a riot was started in 
an arena near the World’s fair ground 
Sunday evening by a crowd of 2.500 
men and boys who were unable to get 
their money back, and the building ■ 
was burned to the ground. Four men ! 
were placed under arrest, charged with 
the destruction of property. The 
crowd, thinking these men were con- 
nected with the show, mad^ an attempt 
to mob them and on their encounter i 
with the deputy sheriffs a number were 1 
roughly handled and some received 
scalp wounds. The building is said to 
have cost $ >6,000. It is a total loss. j 
with no insurance, it is reported. 

The initial performance by the com 
pany of Spanish bull fighters had bee.: 
advertised for Sunday, but Gov. Dock- 
ery, to whom numerous protests had 
been made, ordered that it should not 
be allowed to take place. Despite 
these orders, a large crowd assembled 
in the arena at the advertised time of 
opening. Before the regular perform- 
ance a number of cowboys drove in 
some bulls which they ran around the 
arena in true wild west style. The 
crowd soon became tired of this and 
called for the bull fight. 

The announcement was then made 
that the bull fight would be proceeded 
with. As the matadors came into the 
ring a county official handed the an- 
nouncer a paper informing him that 
the proposed show could not take 
place. When this became known to 
the crowd, they leaped into the arena ! 
and demanded the return of their mon- 
ey. Failing in this the crowd went to 
the office, which was located in a small 
building outside the arena, and began 
to stone the structure. This was fol- 
lowed by attempts to burn the arena, | 
which was an immense building con- 
structed of pine. Their efforts were 
finally successful and the whole struc- ! 
ture was soon in ruins. 

A call was made for the fire depart- 
ment but the single engine that re- 
sponded became stuck in the mud and 
there was nothing to stop the progress 
of tbe flames. 

THE DISTILLERY EXPLOSION. 
— 

It Is Now Known That Fourteen Men 
Lost Their Lives. 

Peoria, 111., June 5. — Fire broke o’ut i 
at 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon and 
swept the distillery plant of Corning 
& Co., destroying every building of the 
big plant except the distillery proper, 
containing the cookers. The fire 
started by an explosion in Wharehouse 
B and soon spread to the adjoining . 
property. 

Peoria, 111., June 6. — Instead of nine ; 
dead as first reported, it is now known I 
that 14 men lost their lives in the fire j 
and explosion at Cornings” distillery J 
Saturday afternoon. Eight bodies were I 
recovered from tbe ruins Sunday. 

Of the eight bodies taken from the 
ruins, only four of them were recog- 
nized and these only by means of par- j 
tides of clothing, watches, knives and 
other pieces of metal. Tbe search is 
being continued, the fire having been ; 
extinguished and the workmen are ' 
now able to handle the debris. Over j 
three thousand head of cattle perished 1 
and 100,000 barrels of whisky was de j 
stroyed. The total loss is about $2,- ; 
000,000. 

GEORGE F. PHILLIPS DEAD. 

He Won Renown as Engineer of tha 

Collier Merrimac, Sunk By Hobson. 

Cambridge, Mass., June 6.' — George 
F. Phillips, who won renown as engi 
neer of the collier Merrimac, sunk by 
Hobson at the mouth of Santiago liar 
bor. died during the night at his home 
in Cambridgeport. 

Phillips enlisted in the navy as a 
machinist at the outbreak of the Span- 
ish-American war. When Hobson call- 
ed for volunteers to sink the collier, 1 
Phillips offered his services. 

He remained at the engine of the j 
Merrimac and at great personal danger 
reversed his engines under a storm of : 
shells, then opened the sea valves, 
flooded the ship and made his way to | 
the deck while the vessel was sinking. 
After the war Phillips was transferred 
to Philippine waters. His death was 
due to Bright’s disease. He was taken 
ill in Galveston last March and came 
north. A mother and two sisters sur- 
vive him. 

He Lost His Life. 

New York, June 6. — By the finding 
of his body it has developed that El- 
mer S. Lewis, of Cleveland, O., sailor 
on the battleship Kentucky, lying at 
the New York navy yard, who escaped 
from that vessel May 26 and jumped 
overboard, lost his life in the attempt 
to get away. 

Made Sure of Death. 

New York, June 6. — George Rich- 
mond. engineer, author and translator 
of technical books, was found dead in 
his office. He had committed suicide 
by drinking chloral and brandy and 
then turning on the gas. He was 54 
years old. 

The Gen. Forrest Statue. 

Paris, June 6. — Charles Henry Nie- 
haus, of Cincinnati, has just finished 
an equestrian statue of Gen. Forrest. 
He has been working upon it for the 
past six weeks, in the workshop of 
MacMonnies. The statue will be erect- 
ed in Memphis, Tenn. 

Walker Filibusterer Dead. 

Buffalo, N. Y., June 6. — Henry Mar- 
shall, one of the men who went on the 
Walker filibustering expedition iu 
1855, died of heart disease here. He 
was 74 years old. He came- here fro^m 
San Francisco ahgiut a week ygo.

April 23 of this year was the two 
hundred and sixty-ninth anniversary 
of the first naval battle fought in 
American waters. On that date two 
armed forces met at the mouth of yie 
Pocomoke river, within the boundaries 
of the province of Maryland, and set- 
tled. at least temporarily, the authority 
of Lord Baltimore. The settlement at 
St. Mary’s had been made but 13 
months when this test of arms oc- 
curred, says the Chicago Chronicle. 

About three years before the land- 
ing of the Maryland pilgrims under 
Gov. Leonard Calvert, by virtue of the 
grant of the territory from Charles I., 
a trading post Aad been established by 
William Claibourne, of Virginia, on 
Kent island. It was not a settlement 
intended for permanent homes and the 
tilling of the soil, but merely a place 
fixed upon by Claibourne for conven- 
ience of trade with the Indians. Kent 
island was clearly within the jurisdic- 
tion of Lord Baltimore, but Claibourne 
very foolishly resisted his authority 
and refused to take out a trader's li- 
cense from the proprietary’s govern- 
ment at St. Mary’s. This stubborn 
stand of Claibourne resulted in the 
capture early in the year by Capt. 
Thomas Cornwaleys. one of the Mary- 
land commissioners, of a vessel be- 
longing to Claibourne for trading in 
the waters of the Chesapeake without 
a Maryland license. 

Claibourne realized now that he 
would either have to break down Lord 
Baltimore’s authority by force of arms 
or be compelled to submit to that au- 
thority. He chose to fight and, accord- 
ingly. he fitted out an armed boat, the 
Cockatrice, which was mant-ed by 30 
men and placed under the command of 
Lieut. Radeliffe Warren, who was com- 
missioned by Claibourne “to seize and 
capture any pinnacles or other vessels 
belonging to the government of St. 
Mary’s.” 

This was a declaration of \var and 
when the news of the rebellion reached 
Gov. Calvert he at once determined to 
put it down, as becomes a governor 
.whose rights are denied and whose au- 
thority is defied. Knowing the strength 
of the insurgents, he wisely fitted out a 
superior force, with the full determina- 
tion to crush the spirit that was giv- 
ing him no little trouble. So he 
manned and commissioned two vessels 
— the St. Margaret and the St. Helena 
— placed them in command of the gal- 
lant Capt. Cornwaleys. with orders to 
search out and destroy the enemy and 
reduce Kent island to submission. 

The little squadron sailed out from 
St. Mary’s with the Maryland colors 
Hying from the flagship and animated 
by the same courageous spirit that two 
and a half centuries later inspired an- 
other Maryland naval commander in 
his gloriously successful search for the 
Spanish fleet in the waters of the West 
Indies. Their course took them across 
the bay and soon they were rewarded 
by sighting the sails of the insurgent 
ship oft' the mouth of the Pocomoke 
Cornwaleys skillfully maneuvered his 
little fleet so as to prevent the escape 
of the enemy and both sides cleared 
for action. The insurgents delivered 
the first fire, and so true was the aim 
that William Ashmore, of the Mary- 
landers, fell to the deck, the first 
American sailor whose life was sacri- 
ficed vrhile in action upon the altar of 
duty. The sight of their dead comrade 
inspired the Maryland men to greater 
determination, and made more deadly 
their aim and threefold more terrible 
their revenge. Their first fire killed 
the enemy’s commanding officer — 

Lieut. Warren — and two of his crew. 
The insurgents having lost their leader 
and two of their comrades and seeing 
certain destruction staring them in the 
face, were brought to realize that dis- 
cretion was the better part of valor and 
therefore they wisely struck their col- 
ors and surrendered themselves and 
their vessel to the victorious aMry- 
landers. 

Kent island was afterwards subdued 
and Claibourne stripped of his posses- 
sion. But be did not cease to be a 
source of great trouble to the settlers
